By foꝛce of whiche marriage ſoo celebꝛated and conlum⸗ 
mate, the ſapd moſt noble Pꝛynce Philippe, ſhail durynge the ſayde 
marriage, haue, and entop,topntlye together with the layde mooſte 
gratious Quene his wopfe, the ſtyle, honoure, and kingly name of the 
realmes and Domintons vnto the ſapde mooſte noble Quene, apper⸗ 
teynyng and ſhall apde her hyghnes. beynge hys wyte, in the happye 
adminiſtration of her graces realmes, and dominions. The rigytes.
